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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a coamie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—eame into manifestation, the

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has caused the 
great advance in scientifie, philosophical and gocial endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest prineiples of all such endeavor in one stupendous living organie 
whole. 

It is a eommon belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
have been permitted to die out: but **thoge who know?” say this is not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the masses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and corruption hanging before the hearts of the 
bumanity of this transitory period, 8hall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all. The time is comparatively eloze at hand 
when the doors of **The Temple of the Mysteries?” ghall onee more 8wing 
outward. The Site of that once wonderful struetare has been rediseovered, 
and when the Lord, the Saviour, the Elder Brother of the human race onee 
more reappears to elaim his own, He will find a place prepared for him by 
thoge who, having heard this eall, ** Come over and help us,”” have faithfully 
responded, and have taken up their share of the burden of responsibility.

In the study of Mukic at Headquarters the snhject of Disxonance 


was introquced tor discus<10n and proved to be of such deep interest

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that 1t was thought advisable to get as much light on the Subject as 
Was poss1ble, theretore the following questions were asked of the 
Master when an opportunity was given, and were suhsequently 
answered by him 1m an imstruction which we give in full together 
with some comments by the Guardian-in-Chiet.

You can onh 
reach a tull understanding of 1ts uses by studving 1ts natural effects 
on objective torms, on people and things. It 1s the uses to which 
It 18 put which determines 1ts good or evil aspects, 1ts effects on the 
qualities. 

101Ss0nance resolves Harmony into Discord, Love mto Hatred, 
Peace into Battle. Harmony mn muxic may Iull the mind and body 
into a talse sense of security. Dis<onance may arouse mind and 
body to action. . I he final result of such action may he anything but 
desrrable, or it may be the exact reverse, and yet you cannot truth- 
fully say that either Dissonance, ITarmony or Discord 1s good or evil 
in 1tself. 

[D1s80nance 1s a force, 1..e., the passing of one state of energy 
into another. Harmony 1s a state- of Consctousness. Diss0nance 
may turn Discord-into Harmony, yet as Discord 1s also a State 0: 
Consciousness if als6 may be influenced to a great degree by Dis- 
SONAnce. 

[Taving reached its gamut—the end of its triune action—PD1ss0n 
ance mav- then reverse its course of action; the positive aspect of 
its action may assert its purpose and return to-its point of departure. 
From that point it may then resolve discord into harmony, harmony 
into love, love into unity—the end of the line of 1ts uses throughout 
11 oOhjective cycle. 

[t is toneless in itself although it may be used to strike the Rey 
to a tone. At certain definite periods in a Manvantara when the 
positive aspect of the force is pre-eminently active, the d1sruptive, 
disintegratings power of action 1s as 1t were unshackled, and turned 
on those phases or places in a universe or world as the case may he, 
which has reached its apogee, —the height of its spiral course,— 
and Divine Law then uses it to tear apart old forms until another 
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period of the cvele 1s reached at which time the course of action 18 
revered again, turned towards the recon=<tructing, integrating, of 
the primordial matter through which 1t 1s acting, the matter which 
1s then im _@ <tate of flux, and from that state of flux mto definite 
fOrm. 

()F 11selt Dissonance 1s nothing ; 1t 18 only in 1ts uses that it may 
he made mamtest. The present period of this manvantara g1ves 
opportunity tor the unleashed powers of d1smtegration, and Dis- 
SOnance 1n all fields of hfe and action 1s plaving a tremendously 
vital part. 

\s an 1llustration ot the nature and purpose oft Dissonance, 
con<ider the tollowine :

If that decree adversely concerns a change in conditions 
previouslvy prevailing and the change 1s to he precipitated within the 
confines of a harmonious, a halanced state or condition, the force 
or energy instrumental 1m creating the change would he negatively 
opposed to the neutral, the harmomous state or condition, and 
would result in changine the latter into a d1scordant, inharmonious 
SLate., x: 

The Divine Decree would 1N ITS PROCLAM.TION have struck the 
kevnote to a change inthe vibratory pulse of that state, z. e., it 
| have lowered the rates of vibration previously mn action, and 
that which produced the: change would be the torce of Dis<onance. 
The force would have heen evoked in the proclamation of the 
[Decree and the Divine purpose ; the method and means ot accom- 
phshment would operate 's1ultaneously. 

During that period of any grand cycle when the torce of Dis- 
=Onance 1s most active it will he found that in all fields of Art, music, 
literature, invention, and in national and family hfe there 1s a 
trong tendency in evidence towards the breaking up of old torms, 
and much discord and friction. In religion it will appear in loss of 
faith and increase of douht; in governments, in much lawlessness 
among the masses; and in the crust of the earth in much volcanic 
and sersxmic _ 1sturbance. 

In another, a later period of the same cycle all this may be 
reversed. It is to be hoped that the difference hetween Di1scord 
and Dis<onance may be recognized and that humanity may learn to 
nse the force Of Disxonance in a beneficent manner instead of, as is 
largely now the case, heing used by it to individual disadvantage.

['f the Mater s interpretation of the purpose and final effect of 
the force he terms Dissonance he accepted they would appear to be 
practically the same as are those which are said to he the purpose 
and final effect of the action of Lucifer, 1. c., the d1sintegration of 
matter and the breaking up of all old forms ot lte. 

The word Harmony m general use 1s indicative of a heavenly 
or harmonious «tate or condition, but a state which may he de- 
&troved by Dis<xonance—Satan—but which may also he re-create 
Iv the opposite pole of the same force, Consonance, at definite 
periods of time, and this must be accomplished by the very laws of 
his heing, for Satan is both good and evil in the last analyvs1s. 

[le, or It, changes harmonious conditions into discordant con- 
ditions in the lives of men by inciting them to disobedience to the 
commands of God, vet in the nature of the Christos he must reversc 
those conditions. 

\\hile there is a strong dixinclination in the minds of many to 
assent to the idea of a synthetic Christ and Satan as 1s put forth 
in some of the older philosophies, yet the idea of snccessful oppo- 
Sition to God by Satan or any lesser heing or power Seems even 
more «lifticult of acceptance by others. 

The word Farmony as used in music is made to include Concord, 
Consonance, Dissonance and Discord, but as indicative of a Cosmic 
<tate of consciousness, energies or forces these words do not bear 
the same relation to each other. 

Occultly speaking, Harmony has its correspondence 1n "the
